Dulles Assures Manila 
Pact Partners Ameri- 
cans Will Not Vacil- 
late—Conference Sets 
Goals for Orient.

BANGKOK, Feb. 23 (AP) — 
The United States today assured 
the Manila pact nations it is 
prepared to stand firmly behind 
its military commitments in the 
Far East. 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, speaking at the first 
closed door session of the eight- 
nation conference, was reported 
to have said there should be no 
mistake about United States 
military obligations in Southeast 
Asia, and its intention to execute 
them if the occasion arises. 

Dulles told the delegates he 
wanted to correct any 
sion that the United States 
would vaccilate in its stand. 


Goals Set for Asia. 


“The Foreign Ministers of 
Great Britain, New Zealand,

the United States first set goals 
of military security and eco- 
nomic progress for Southeast 
Asia, then took up the task of 
hammering the principles of the 
Southeast Asia Collective De- 
fense Treaty into a bulwark

Dulles, first of the diplomats 
to take the floor in the secret 
deliberations, was reported 
have given the United States’s 
evaluation of the Asian situation 
and assurance that United States 
fighting forces in the Far East 
are adequate to cope with any 
trouble, 

He pointed out the United 
States has a mobile force in 
Asia and can move quickly. 

His statement was taken to 


an immedi- 
ate meeting of military chiefs 
from each of the eight nations 
to discuss the formulation of 
general military plans for the 
défense of Free Asia against 
Communist aggression. 

He also proposed periodic 
meetings of this group. Philip- 
pine sources said the Philippines 
is seeking the establishment of 
a permanent and continuing 
military committee. 

Warns of Soft Policy. 

Dulles spoke again in the aft- 
ernoon closed session. A con- 
ference source said he told the 
delegates a soft policy on the 
Formosa issue would not en- 


hance the prospects of peace but ~ 


would further Communist ag- 
gression. 

It was the first mention of the 
Formosa. problem. 

Britain's Anthony Eden did 
not mention Formosaiin a brief 
talk, the source said, but sup- 
ported Dulles on the need for 
meetings of the military advis- 
ers of the pact nations. (The 
United Press said Dulles and 
Eden held important private con- 
ferences out the session.) 

A British source said talks by 
the various delegation heads 
were mainly tory with no 
definite commitments. 

Dulles said subversion against 
member nations demands-equal 
attention with open aggression. 

Optimistic on Indochina. 

Both Dulles and Richard G. 
Casey of Australia, who followed 
him, expressed guarded opti- 
mism about the future of Laos, 
Cambodia and Viet Nam, the 
former Associated States under 
the French Union. 

They said the situation in 
those countries was improving, 
and if the improvement con- 
tinued there was solid ground 
on which to base hopes for a

Charter Is Key te Program. 


He and civic leaders have said 
a new charter is an urgent ne- 
cessity if the administration of 
the city’s government is to be 
modernized and maie more ef- 
fective. In talks to civic groups, 
the Mayor has criticized the pres- 
ent 40-year-old charter as ‘cre- 
ating waste and inefficiency that 
is legally but not practically nec- 
essary.” 


Most politicians are bitterly 
to »a mew charter. 
their representatives on 
the Board of Aldermen they 
have been able to bottle up the 
Mayor's bill since last May. 
They fear that a new charter 
would establish “home _ rule” 
over the city’s so-called “state” 
offices: This would open the 
way for elimination or consolida- 
tion of these offices, which 
would deprive the politicians of 
their last remaining patronage. 
At stake are about 1000 city 
jobs' not now covered by the 
city’s merit system. It costs 
the city about $5,000,000 a year

A powerful political bloc has 
strong personal reasons for op- 
posing any change in patronage 
jobs. Thirty-six of the 56 mem- 
bers of the Democratic City 
Committee now hold these elec- 
tive “state” positions, or have 
jobs in the offices that may be 
affected by a new charter.

“For, while the danger of 
armed aggression really exists, 
there also is manifest an acute 
threat of infiltration and sub- 
version which forms a more in- 
sidious mode of aggression.” 

Dulles States U.S. Aims. 

Dulles, in his opening speech, 
declared the United States was 
at the conference to carry for- 
ward its “time-honored policy, 
first that we want our own peo- 
ple to enjoy, in peace, the bless- 
ings of liberty; second, that we 
feannot assure liberty for our- 
selves unless others also have 


Dulles reminded the delegates 
that the treaty, signed in Manila 
last September, was approved by 
a Senate vote of “unprecedented 
proportions.” 

“It was recognized that this 
treaty is directed against no gov- 
ernment, against no nation and 
against no peoples.

it can be no more than a forum. 


Knowland, minority leader of 
the Senate, made these asser- 
tions in a speech before the an- 
nual George Washington birth- 
day dinner of the Sons of the 
Revolution. 


Formation of the U.N., he said, 
brought hope of “a mighty force 
of collectivt security.” This hope, 
he said, was shattered by the 
Korean war. Only 17 of ‘the 
U.N.’s 60 member nations 'pro- 
vided troops for Korea, he said, 
and of these, the United States 
provided 90 per cent of man- 
power and resources. 


Then, he said, “our associates 
in the U.N. so tied us down that 
a stalemate was all that could 
be gained after three years of 
struggle in Korea. We were de- 
nied the right of hot pursuit and 
the enemy was protected in his 
sanctuary across the Yalu.” 


‘Kidding Ourselves.’ 

“Has the time not come for a 
realistic appraisal of just what 
part the U.N. is qualified to play 
and to stop kidding ourselves 
into believing it is something it 
is not and, in my judgment, can- 
not be,” he said. 

Knowland said that some per- 
sons have envisioned the U.N. 
as a world state. He said the 
United States Constitution would 
be “diluted” by participation in 
an organization in which there 
are member nations “which

have no appreciation of or re- 
spect for free institutions.” 
“Lest we be gradually edged 
into such a world state before

the Korean armistice and taking 
no “effective” steps to free U.N. 
servicemen still held by China. 


Forsoma Situation. 

Turning to the Forsoma situa- 
tion, Knowland said that after 
Communist China “arrogantly” 
rejected a bid to discuss a cease- 
fire, “some of the neutralist 
friends of the Soviet Union and 
Red China are trying through 
diplomatic channels to provide 
for a Far Eastern Munich 
whereby the Chinese Commu- 
nists will be given... key 
coastal islands .... and mem- 
bership in the U.N.” 

Such a conference, he said, 
would be seen throughout all of 
Asia as “another victory for the 
Communists.” : 

“Unfortunately,” he said, “the 
Wistory of these conferences (on 
Korea and Vietnam) has been 
that it is always the free world 
that gives up territory and sur- 
renders human beings to the 
control of Communists. It is 
never the other. way around....” 

Knowland said it is “impor- 
tant” that the United States 
have a “system of effective col- 
lective security.” to demonstrate 
“that there will be no further 
retreats or the abandonment of 
free people into Communist 
hands.”

NIXON APPEALS | 
TO FIGUERES TO 
END SOMOZA RIFT 


SAN JOSE, Feb. 23 (AP)— 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
headed for Panama today after 
an appeal to Costa Rican Presi- 
dent Jose Figueres to ease off 
in his quarrel with President 
Anastasio Somoza of neighbor- 
ing Nicaragua. 


The results of the Nixon- 
Figueres talks were not an- 
nounced. Before coming here 
on his Caribbean goodwill tour, 
the United States Vice Presi- 
dent expressed confidence that 
F)igueres would go along with 
Somoza in a pledge to end ten- 
sion between the two nations. 

Nixon told the Costa Rican 
Legislative Assembly yesterday 
that if “we could think less of 
the past and more of the future 
we could create a climate for 
greater peace and progress in 
this hemisphere.” 

He won cheers of “Viva el 
Presidente” from the Asserhbly 
members by complimenting the 
Costa Rican people’s “dedica- 


tion to peace.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (UP)

In the interview he gave with 
United States News and World 
Report, Adm. Arthur W. Rad- 
ford, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, put more on the 
record about the Formosa diiem- 
ma than any official had yet 
done. He said flatly that the 
threat of the Communists to 
take Formosa was an empty 
boast since they did not have 
the power to carry out such an 
action across 100 miles of water: 

Then he went on to say: 

”.,.. IL continue to be amazed 
at the credulity of so many peo- 
ple in accepting the theme of 
Chinese Communist strength. It 
is indeed an amazing paradox 
that an offensive posture can be 
maintained and initiative 
achieved with no real substance 
to back it up.” 

There is one possible explana- 
tion of Adm. Radford’s “para- 
_ dox.” When the Congress of the

F the Senate confirms George

Which Road Is Right? 

President Eisenhower's new highway message 
té Congress has this in common with a new 
highway: the citizen has to proceed to the end 
of it to make sure of the destination. 


The first section of the message deals with the 
need for better highways in terms of common 
knowledge: traffic fatalities on unsafe roads, 
high-cost transportation on slow roads, inade- 
quate communications for defense. Most citizens 
will concur with the President that “action, com- 
prehensive and forward-looking is needed.” 

Mr. Eisenhower then deals at length with 
the outline of a 10-year road program offered 
earlier by a special commission under Gen. Lu- 
cius D. Clay. This program calls for federal- 
state expenditures of 101 billion dollars, and the 
core of the proposal is for the Federal Govern- 
ment alone to spend 25 billions on the interstate 
highway system. 

Only in the last paragraphs of his message, 
however, does the President deal with the ques- 
tion which threw the Clay report into controver- 
sy. That is how to pay for this expanded federal 
share in highway buijding. On this point Mr. 
Eisenhower is not nearly as specific as the 
Clay report. 

Gen. Clay’s commission suggested establishing 
@ federal corporation to issue 30-year special 
road bonds at 3 per cent interest. The bond 
debt would not show up in the federal budget, 
yet the Government would be obliged to pay off 
the bonds. 

J e * 

Now Mr. Etsenhower says that “I am inclined 
to the view that it is sounder to finance this 
program by special bond issues,” but he does not 
commit himself specifically to the Clay proposal. 
He appears to add a suggestion which the Clay 
group rejected: namely, that Congress earmark 
revenues from gasoline and other highway taxes 
to pay off bonds. . . 

Since the President and his special commis- 
sion seem to be in some disagreement as to just 
how to pay off a special highway bond issue, this 
aspect of the program is bound to cause some 
guesswork in Congress. 

But congressional criticism of the Clay report 
has already shown that the main issue will not 
be how to finance special bonds, but whether to 
issue special bonds at all. 

Senator Byrd of Virginia, quoted In today’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion, objects that such spe- 
cial bonds would be a subterfuge. Issued outside 
the budget, they would evade the debt limit and 
make the budget appear closer to balance than 
it really is. 

Aside from that, this type of bond financing 
is far more expensive than the traditional pay-as- 
you-go method of highway appropriations. Sena- 
tor Byrd estimates that in 30 years every dollar 
borrowed through bonds would cost the taxpay- 
ers $1.55 because of interest payments. 

as * ~ 

One related question also has arisen to the 
bond proposal. Why is the Administration willing 
to issue 20 billions for a 10-year road plan, but 
has proposed to underwrite no more than 900 
millions in school bonds, and has offered a health 
reinsurance plan of just 25 millions? Necessary 
as new highways are, should they have such 
great precedence over school aid? 


Rumblings in Congress about these questions 
were not quieted by the last-minute White House 
conference with congressional leaders. This was 
the first time the Administration had called in 
Democrats on a domestic program. But presiden- 
tial assistants said no major changes would be 
permitted in the program, so the purpose of the 
meeting wa$ not consultation but a preview. 

Since Congress had nothing to do with form- 
ing the road policy, that policy is bound to face 
critical examination as it goes before Congress. 
The nation does not have to be told that it needs 
new highways. It ought to be told how it can 
get them economically, and that at least should 
mean keeping federal highway costs in the fed- 
eral budget.

Secrefary of State Dulles, as he made clear 
before leaving for Bangkok, has high hopes that 
the conference and the treaty will prove signifi- 
cant in many ways other than military. The Pa- 
cific Charter which was signed along with the 
treaty provides for mutual aid in promoting 
self-government and independence, higher living 
standards, economic progress and well-being. 

All of these aims are to the good, and it may 
be hoped that they will be advanced at Bangkok. 
But it is also well to be clear in our minds as to 
just what our ‘military commitments are on the 
mainland of Asia. 
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Slums by Aldermanic Favor 

About the most effective weapon for turning a 
desirable neighborhood into a slum or for reduc- 
ing a redeemed slum to its former blighted state 
is the spot zoning ordinance. Proof enough of 
this was in the Post-Dispatch’s pictures of the 
junk yards established across from Carr Square 
Village and the backyard parking lot in the 3400 
block of Arlington avenue.

British Apprehensions 
BRITAIN--UNEASY ALLY, by Leon D. Epstela. 

(University of Chicago Press, 268 pgs., $4.) 

“What do the British really think 
about. Anglo-American relations?” is 
the question that typically self-conscious 
American students of politics often ask 
friends returning from abroad. Dr. 
Epstein, who spent 18 months in Britain 
studying this question, offers detailed 
and f accurate answers and 
reaches the conclusion that the great 
ae gp nd of politically literate Britons 

to maintain, in full strength, the 
present alliance. 

The British must feel that they act 
on independent judgment, not simply to 
secure more economic or military as- 
sistance, he says. And the British wish 
to exert pressure upon America, as 
well as er pressure from it. 

Dr. Epstein spends much of his book 
analyzing extremist British groups who 
apparently would like to break up the 
alliance between the two countries.

Lone-Wolf Families

NE of the ruts a marriage can get into is the lone-wolf- 
() family rut. These families stay to themselves, seldom if 

ever invite people to their homes and just as seldom go 
out socially anywhere. This may be the result just a habit, 
or it may indicate an antisocial attitude on the part of peo- 
ple who are lonely and unhappy, but don’t know what to do 
about it. : 

The most wholesome family life includes frequent en- 
tertaining within the home—and within the family budget. 
If one partner is sociable and gregarious while the other is 
not, they must compromise, especially if there are children 
whose ideas of gracious living are in the formative stage. 


MR. McK. EVIDENTLY AGREES with me on this. But 

he doesn’t have full co-operation from his wife. 
“‘We have two small children just starting in school and 
*a very nice home,” he informs me. “I don’t think we are 
using our home as much as we should. I like to entertain 
friends and have our children’s friends in, but my wife is 
always finding excuses not to. Of course, you could say 
that it's easy for me to vote for more social life because I 
don’t have to do the work. I don’t have to clean the house, 
get the meals and straighten things up afterward. But we're 
comfortably fixed, Dr. Popenoe, and can easily afford a 


cleaning woman or a baby sitter or some other luxuries. I . 


wish I could get my wife to be a little more sociable.” 

The chances are, Mr. McK. that she was brought up in 
an unsociable family. You will have to help her to grow. 
Here’s a little scale to rate the sociability of families. 

1. Gregarious. Great mixers. Open house. Eager and 
uninhibited in making new friends. 

2. Interested in social life; mix well, not over-aggres- 
‘sive in making new contacts. 

3. Accept friends quietly and warmly. Not aggressive. 

4. Neither initiate nor repel social activities. Accept 
them passively as they come. 

5. Seldom go out, rarely entertain. 

6. Anti sociability. Hostile to others.

PSYCHOLOGIST LEE R. STEINER, who provides this 
scale, says that lonely people rarely come from homes in 
the first three groups. Type 4 stands on the borderline. 
Types 5 and 6 produce most of the lonely, unhappy, ill-ad- 
justed persons. They have never learned to get along with 
other people satisfactorily. 

It’s particularly important that you have a reasonable 
amount of company, young and old, in the home right now 
for the benefit of your children. They get a good deal of 
their best education in that way.

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Producer Who Breaks Movie Barriers 


Louis de Rochemont a Believer in Realism on Screen; Tells of Problems Filming 'Cinerama Holiday’ 


By Mary Kimbrough 


VER since, as a teen-ager, he 
E scored a scoop on profes- 

sional newsreel cameramen, 
Louis de Rochemont has made a 
habit of breaking through 
barriers in the motion picture 
world. Furthermore, he has re- 
mained strictly un-Hollywood. 
He has no swimming pool in his 
backyard. He walks up to a soda 
fountain for a soda, not to scout 
for new acting talent. He doesn’t 
even live on the West Coast and 
has never produced a picture on 
a California studio sound stage. 


The quiet-spoken but genial 
producer—who also breaks pre- 
cedent by refusing to read his 
own publicity or sitting with an 
audience through one of his 
pictures—was in St. Louis Mon- 
day for the opening of his latest 
film, “Cinerama Holiday.” The 
picture is being shown for an 
indefinite run at the Ambassador 
Theater. 


“Pilots are proud when they 
break the sound barrier,” he 
said. “I like to think of myself 
in much the same way, a pioneer 
breaking through barriers of an- 
other kind.” 


That means theme as well as 
technique. De Rochemont has 
tackled story lines that once 
made Hollywood squirm, but 
once they drew at the box office, 
other producers quickly followed 
suit. 

“I don't believe we have 
movie audiences with 10-year- 
old mentalities,” he said. “If 
we give them good pictures, 
they'll pay to see them.” 

A believer in realism, who 
shoots his pictures on location 
instead of a synthetic studio 
stage, de Rochemont sent two 
companies traveling 30,000 
miles for “Cinerama Holiday.” 
They went from the Louvre in 
Paris to the bob sled run on St. 
Moritz; from a New Orleans 
cemetery to the Desert Inn in 
Las Vegas; from Napoleon's 
tomb to the Dartmouth College 
campus. 

And nearly everywhere they 
went, they found headaches. 
They had to keep film on dry 
ice to protect it from the heat 
in Arizona, yet in Switzerland it 
broke six tirnes from the cold 
during a dangerous bob sled 
run. They had to remove the 
tinted plexiglass in a Vista- 
Dome railroad’ car and replace 
it with clear glass. At the 
Louvre, officials complained the 
bright lights might fade the 
Mona Lisa. At St. Moritz, a 
clarinetist played in sub-freez- 
ing temperatures wearing sheep- 
skin gloves and the cornetist’s 
lips stuck to the mouthpiece. 
After they had worked from 
dawn to dusk to set up equip- 
ment to photograph a students’ 
ball in Paris, the fire commis- 
sioner arrived, proclafmed the 
decorations a fire hazard, and 
three revisions had to be made 
before the ball got under way.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


GOOD-MANY of us heat our 

homes with old-fashioned 

gravity warm-air furnaces 
originally designed as hand coal- 
fired jobs. When we got sick 
and tired of shoveling coal and 
ashes we installed some sort of 
conversion burner—either oil 
or gas—right into the old fur- 
nace. 

Now, one of the things about 
these old-fashioned furnaces is 
that they are made up of several 
sections that were assembled in 
the basement and then covered 
with a_metal jacket. A special 
cement is used to make the 
joints between sections airtight, 
because if they aren’t, fumes 
from the firepot of the furnace 
will enter the system and be 
circulated about the house. 

When these furnaces burned 
coal, this cement would stand up 
for a considerable time because 
coal burns with a pretty even 
heat and there wasn’t much ex- 
pansion and contraction going 
on. With oil. and even more so 
with gas, however, the firepot 
alternates between being very 
hot and then cool. This causes 
the cement to fail and pretty 
soon you get strange odors about 
the house. 

The solution here is to replace 
the cement, but this is sort of~a 
problem. The outer jacket of 
the furnace must be removed 
and then the sections unbolted 
and taken down. The old cement 
must be scraped out of the joint 
and then a fresh coating of fur- 
mace cement applied. Finally 
you have to put the sections— 
they are sort of heavy—back up 
and install the jacket. 

If you have a strong friend 
who doesn’t mind work of this 
sort, it can be done by the home- 
owner, and it can, of course, be 
done by a heating serviceman.

South’s one-spade overcall of 
the heart was a pretty desperate 
bid, vulnerable, but since it hit 
excellent distribution in his 
partner’s hand, it should have 
turned out luckily. 

West, following the practice 
of some experts, led the heart 
three instead of his top card in 
partner’s suit. East won with 
the queen and laid down the dia- 
mond ace, then led the low dia- 
mond in hope of getting a ruff. 
South, however, took the second 
diamond trick with the king. 

Evidently, South was worried 
about the diamond situation, 
with the ruff imminent, so he 
decided to play East for a trump 
holding of king-small. He led 
to the trump ace and returned 
a trump. East put up the king, 
all right, but he then led anoth- 
er trump, and the upshot was 
that South lost six tricks—he 
could ruff only one club in the 
dummy. 

As is so often the case, South 
could have combined the chance 
(rather slim) that the trumps 
were 2-2 with a play that would 
limit his loss in any event. He 
should have won East’s second 
diamond lead with the ‘queen 
and returned the club queen. 
True, South was sure that the 
expert East would duck this lead 
to let his partner win and re- 
turn a diamond, but what of it? 
If East’s diamond ruff was from 
K-x, it would cost him his trump 
trick.

T HERE is no one who does 


not want to be happy. To 
seek happiness is a proof 
of our imperfection. As Pascal 
expressed it: “All men have 
happiness as their object: 
there is no exception. How- 
ever different the meafs they 
employ, they all aim at the 
same end.” 
“O happiness! our being’s end 
and aim, 
Good, pleasure, ease, content! 
whate’er they name, 
That something still which 
prompts th’ eternal sigh, 


For which we bear to live, or | 


dare to die.” 
(Alexander Pope) 

Nor do we want this happi- 
ness through another man's 
eyes; we want it something 
peculiarly our own. The diffi- 
culty is where to find it. 

The fact that we feel happy 
when we receive something 
we want, and that we feel un- 
happy when we are deprived 
of it, proves that happiness 
has something to do with the 
objects of our desires or pur- 
poses. For that reason, at the 
end of every human activity 
there are pleasure and joy or 
sadness and pain, just as at 
the end of every human life 
there is a heaven or a hell. 

+ * * 

DOES HAPPINESS consist 
of riches or wealth? There are 
indeed many advantages to 
riches. Herodotus claimed that 
they allowed a man to indulge 
his passions. George Bernard 
Shaw said that money gave 
power: “Money talks; money 
prints; money broadcasts; 
money reigns.” 

But wealth can never con- 
stitute happiness, because it is 
only a means to happiness and 
extrinsic to oneself. This is 
what Our Lord meant when 
He said, “A man’s life does 
not consist in the abundance 
of his possessions.” 

If you put a penny close 
enough to your eye, you can 
shut out the light of the sun. 
Want of wealth is not neces- 
sarily the cause of unhappi- 
ness. There are more divorces, 
more frustrated lives, more 
inner misery among the rich 
than among the poor. “A gold- 
en bit does not make the bet- 
ter horse.” 

~*~ * * 

RICHES in great abundance 
have a peculiar quality; they 
make men more greedy. As 
Thomas Jefferson said: “I 
have not observed men’s hon- 
esty to increase with their 
riches.” 

No matter how much money 
a rich man has, he hates to 
lose what he has, just as no 
matter how many hairs he has 
on his head, it hurts to have 
one pulled out. This spirit of 
covetousness hardens the soul, 
and drew from Our Divine 
Lord the warning: “It is easier 
for a camel to pass through 
the eye of a needle, than for 


a rich man to enter the King- 
dom of God.” “But woe to you 
rich! for you are now having 
your comfort.” 

There is a peculiar paradox 
about riches: the more covet- 
ous the rich man is, the poorer 
he is, for there is always 
something he wants. But the 
consecrated souls who have 
taken the vow of poverty are 
richer than all the rich, for 
there is nothing they desire; 
therefore they possess every- 
thing.

IN ANY CASE, how foolish 
to make happiness consist in 
that which one day we must 
leave. If riches are really 
ours, why can we not take 
them with us? The only things 
we can carry with us at death 
are what we might carry away 
in a shipwreck. As Shake- 
speare said: “If thou art rich, 
thou art poor; for like an ass 
whose back with ingots bows, 
thou bearest thy heavy riches 
but a journey and death un- 
loads thee.” 

On the last day, relatives 
and friends will gather around 
the deathbed of the rich man 
and ask: “How much did he 
leave?” for wherever there is 
a will, there is a lawsuit. 

But the angels will ask: 
“How much did he take with 
him?” 

“The land of a certain rich 
man brought forth abundant 
crops. And he began to take 
thought within himself, say- 
ing, ‘What shall I do, for I 
have no room to store my 
crops?’ And he said, ‘I will do 
this: I will pull down my 
barns and build larger ones, 
and there I will store up all 
my grain and my goods. And 
I will say to my soul; Soul, 
thou hast many good things 
laid up for many years; take 
thy ease — eat, drink, be 
merry.’ But God said to him, 
‘Thou fool, this night do they 
demand thy soul of thee: and 
the things that thou has pro- 
vided, whose will they be?’ 
So is he who lays up treasure 
for himself, and is not rich as 
regards God.”
